armies,

my discovery of America hi the west 
and east of the United States where 
I found Americans busy, happy, un­ 
worried and confident. 


And now in Washington, 1 diseo\ - 
er, at last, what makes the United 
States different from

country in the world. 


President Wilson is grever 
and 
thiner than lie was wlien I saw him 
as governor of New Jersey.

year of war in Europe, and the oth­ 
er years of trouble in Mexico, have 


left their mark on him; there is the 
same old boyish wmsomeness about 
his smile, but he doesn’t smile as of­ 
ten as he used to.

States, and the mighty masters of 
the warring countries of Europe?” 
is a question you find yourself si­ 
lently putting to him.

The difference is that Woodvow 


Wilson^and any other man who 
might be in the president's chair at 
this time would have to do the same 
thing—is contestantly 
seeking 
to 


discover what is best for the people 
of the United States and what they 
want' bim to do. But the rulers of 
the nations in Europe all are asking, 
"What shall I order the people to do 
forme?" 


You can stand on the White House 


lawn and see them going into the 
White House, the men and women 
from every corner of the 
United 


States of whom ithe president will 
ask interminable questions. It is lit- 
tle wonder he grows grey and a lit- 
tle thin. Of those who come from 
Europe he will ask. 


"What are the people of France 


thinking?' What are the people of 
England thinking? What are the peo- 
ple of Germany thinking?" 


He doesn't ask what armies are 


doing, or what governments are do- 
ing. The question is: 


"What are the people thinking?" 
It is this same question he asks, 


whenever the opportunity affords, in 
regard to the American people. But 
there is no ruler in Europe today 
apparently who dares what the peo- 
ple think, so long as they fight. And 
there is no country in Europe where 
it is safe for a man to say what he 
thinks, providing he thinks against 
his government.

t- TEMPERANCE AGITATION 


* 'As early at 1834, The Temperance 
Advocate was published at Green- 
castle by John W. Osborne. Ind-. 
iana was engulfed by the wave of 
temperance reform which swept over 
the whole country in the early fifties, 
starting in-Maine. In 1854 the tem- 
perance forces united and defeated 
the Democratic party in the state 
election. By the legislature which 
met in 1855 a state widep rohibition 
law was passed and signed by,Gov- 
ernor Wright a Democrat. It was 
declared 
unconstitutional however,

The criniinrff insane in the state pri- 
son here soon are to be put to work 
supporting themselves the last legis- 
lature appropriated $10,000 to be 
used by Warden Fogarty in devising 
suitable employment for the insane. 


The warden has just 
returned 


from a trip to New York and Mass- 
achuscttes where the criminal insane 
are employed in productive labor. 
It is probable said Fogarty that 
hand looms will be installed soon 
and that the inmates of the insane 
ward will be turning one linens blan- 
ket.-;, towels etc. 


Besides being productive and add- 


ing to prison revenue; it is said the 
employment has a beneficial effect 
on the patients. Indiana will be the 
only state in the west which provides 
employment for i!s criminal insane 
said Warden Fogarty. The idea is 
a new one and only Massachusettes 
and New York have utilized it to 
anv extent.
